Now the veiy moment that the poison 
whose clothes are on flio Is In iv lioiiron- 
tal position on n flat surface tho flames 
•n ill still uscend, but only tho all nnd not 
the llames encircle their victim. Time 
is thus gained for fuitlier action, and in 
such n crisis In a fight against u firo a 
few seconds nro precious, nay piicoloss. 
Once in n prone position, Iho person so 
afflicted may crawl to a boll-pull or to a 
door, so as to clutch ut ono or open tho 
other to obtain help. The draught from 
nn open door into the room would acive 
to blow the llames, it any, from the body , 
or, agiiu, still crawling, tho sufferer 
may bo able to secure n nig or table- 
cloth, or other articles at liiuvl, to 
smother any rormilnii.;; llnmes, for us 
soon as the bori/.ontal position is assum- 
ed, they huve no longer much to feed up- 
on, nnd may either go out, as tlie phrase 
is, or may accidentally oi intentionally be 
extinguished as the person lolls or moves 
upon the flooi 
In any case, not only ia 


tho time gained, but tho injury inlllctod 
is mmimuod. In the o\ ont of tlio condl 
tions not being self-help, but asalstituco 
from another, if It be n mau Unit comes 
to the rescue, having Hist 01 Instantly 
thrown tho girl or woman down, it Is 
easy to tnko oft his coat nnd stifle the 
diminished (lames with this or some 
other suitable covering, the flames play- 
ing upward now from the lowei limbs or 
the lower part of tho body of tho pros- 
trate fellow creature.

If, in these fearful accidents, the hori- 


zontal position bo assumed or enforced, 
there could be, in short, comparative 
immunity und llmltad injury. If not, 
what must happen? The flro will 
mount; the flumes (und It m theso which 
will do the injury) will envelop tlie body 
inside nnd outside the clothoa, nnd will 
reach, the neck and head, and then, in- 
deed, they may be smothered by n coat 
or wrapper or rug, while tho victim is 
frightfully disQgured or doomed lo 
perish.
